WASHINGTON, April 6.) — 4A 
repercussion of the air mail investi- 
gation testimony today sent to the 
sidelines the assistant superintendent 
of railway mail service in the post- 
office department, Chase C. Gove. 

The explanation of Gove's suspen-

Shortly before word of the new 
route became public, the postoffice 
department announced its specifica- 
tions for four additional routes, Ad- 
vertised for private contract service.

LAWTON B. EVANS 
UES AT AUGUSTA 


Superintendent of Schools 
for Over Half Century 
Succumbs to Pneumonia

Dr. Lawton B. Evans, superintendent 
of the Richmond . (Augusta) county 
schools for 51 years, died at his home 
at 6:22 p. m. (eastern standard time) 
tonight of pneumonia.

He was widely known as an educator 
and last June he was presented with 
the Columbia University medal for 
“useful or exceptional service in pub- 
lic or professional life.” The medal, 
was presented by Dr. Nicholas Mur- 
ray‘ Butler, the president, at the uni- 
versity’s 179th commencement exer- 
eises. 

Dr. Evans was 72 years old. 

Funeral services will be held from 
the St. John Methodist church here 
Sunday at 4 p. m. with the Rer.

TALMADGE INDORSES 


MOOD AVIATION BL 


Governor Telegraphs Author 
of, Measure and Urges 
Its Passage. 


Governor Eugene Talmadge Friday 
gave full indorsement to the McCar- 
ren-Wood bill which would provide a 
commission to supervise commercial 
aviation including the handling of air 
mail contracts, The governor gave 
_ his approval of the measure in a tele- 

gram to Congressman John S. Wood, 
of Canton, joint author of the meas- 
ure. 

Governor Talmadge conferred at 
length on the measure with Jesse 
Draper, president of the Aero Club of 
Atlanta, and John K. Ottley Jr., rep- 
resentative of Eastern Air Transport, 
Inc., before dispatching the following 
message to Judge Wood: 

“I have read summary of your bill 
to create a federal aviation commis- 
sion which would place the entire 
problem of air mail and air transpor- 
tation in the hands of the proposed 
commission to be appointed by the 
president. 

I heartily indorse this bill and am 
convinced that it provides for the pro- 
tection of the public and carriers and 
seems to assure a permanent anid 
stable policy for the development of 
aviation.“

Georgia Fields 
And Streams 


By H, A. Carter. 


This spring weather and the added 
stimulus of seeing other collectors 
and students in the field is about to 
get under my skin. I am looking for- 
ward to getting away for about two 
weeks in the general vicinity of Rome 
and the region northward. I have 
some sneaking ideas that certain sala- 
manders can be found in the lime- 
stone ledges of the valleys there. 

Farle Green and Done Eyles—the 
_ stiffs!—are ornithologizing along the 
coast and the Okefinokee region, and 
are adding to my city-bound misery 
with postal cards telling what they 
see. They don't write letters. That's 
the disadvantage, for I cannot return 
a postal card unopened. And even 
if they wrote letters my curiosity over 
their results would overcome the irri- 
tation and envy resulting from read- 
ing their communications. 

At any rate, I can sit on my front 
terrace and listen to the worst her- 
petological tangle in the memory of 
my investigations. The cricket frogs 
were two mojfiths late getting under 
way and warm weather descended in 
such a rush that the toads are breed- 
ing now, mingling their buzzes with 
the rattles of the cricket frogs, with 
an occasional bell note from spring 
peepers. Another colony of peepers 
has come to life not far from my 
front door. Toads are everywhere 
and the cricket frogs are about 500 
yards away by sound track from my 
wicker chair.

He moved to 
Augusta as a youth and graduated 
from Richmond Academy. He received 
his A. B. degree at old Emory Col- 
lege at Oxford, Ga., at the age of 
17 and was awarded an A. M. de- 
gree at the University of Georgia in 
1881, a year later. 

Returning here he taught in the 
publie schools for one year and then 
became superintendent of the county 
schools, succeeding former Congress- 
man William H. Fleming on Novem- 
ber 10, 1882, and served continuously 
until his death. ; 

On February 15, 1887, he was mar- 
ried to Miss Florence Eve Campbell. 
Mrs. Evans died in 1932. f 

He served as secretary of the Na- 
tional Education Association in 1897 
and as vice president of the depart- 
ment of superintendence from 1905 
until 1916, and was a member of the 
NEA committee on legislation at the 
time of his death. In April, 1932, 
he was elected a life member. 

Seven years ago he received the de- 
gree of doctor of pedagogy from Ogle- 


thorpe University in Atlanta and last 
November Emory University confer- 
red upon him the degree of doctor of 
laws. The University of Georgia con- 
ferred the same degree in 1930. 

He was made a trustee for the Car- 
negie endowment for international 
peace in 1927 and was later designat- 
ed as a member of a party that toured 
Europe and other countries for the 
foundation.

ange taxes. 

The bill had been laid aside to per- 

met passage of the $18,000,000 lezis- 
lative appropriation bill before the 
week-end adjournment, when Chair- 
man Harrison, democrat, Mississippi, 
of the finance committee, in charge 
of the revenue legislation, said in’ an 
interview he would agree to the hieh- 
er levies to be proposed from the re- 
publican side. 
One, by Senator Couzens, repub- 
lican, Michigan, would add 10 per 
cent for one year only to the amount 
of income and surtax paid by all in- 
dividuals. It was estimated this would 
bring in $55,000,000 additional rev- 
enue, 

The other, by Senator La Follette, 
republican, Wisconsin, would boost 
estate or inheritance taxes perma- 
nently to raise approximately $9U,- 
000,000 in the first full year of op- 
eration—the fiscal year ending June 
30. 1935. ° 


Harrison termed the Couzens pro- 
posal “fair.” All indications were 
the senate would approve it, as well 
as the La Follette amendment. They 
would still be subject to approval by 
the house, however.

MIAMI, Okla., April 6.—-(4)—Ma- 
chine guns fired by the twitching trig- 
ger fingers of two gunmen believed 
by officers to have been Clyde Barrow 
and Raymond Hamilton, Texas killers, 
rattled out death again today. | 

Caught mired ir a mudhole, two 
outlaws shot down Cal Campbell, 63- 
year-old constable, wounded and kid- 
ua ped Percy Boyd, Commerce, Okla., 
police chief, and sped away, believed 


accompanied by Barrow's cigar smok- 
as feminine accomplice, Bonnie Par- 
er. 
„A net of officers thrown about the 
area ran down several reports the 
fugitives-had been seen later in the 
day but did not gain sight of the fast 
little ‘car in which they were riding. 
Campbell was felled by a single ma- 
chine gun bullet in the chest and died 
almost instantly. By his side was 
found his revolver, three exploded 
cartridges showing he had tried to re- 
ly to the deadly blast from the out- 


ws. 

Boyd Forced Into Car. 

Boyd, wounded in the face and 
shoulder, was forced roughly into the 
outlaws’ car while blood streame 
down his face. An hour later A. N. 
Butterfield,.a farmer who had been 
forced to help the outlaw car out of a 
second mudhole, reported the two men 
boasted of having killed two officers. 

This led to fears that perhaps Boyd 
had died also or had been killed and 
his body thrown out of the car. 

A theory: that the killers were not 
the Barrow gang but Jim Clark and 
Frank Delmar, fugitives from the 
Kansas state prison at Lansing, was 
advanced by Perry Porter, Ottawa 
county attorney, Sheriff Dee Wetters, 
of Miami, and other officers who took 

art in the chase, however, held to the 

‘lief that the two were Barrow and 
Hamilton. 

Kansas, Missouri, Arkansas and 
Oklahoma officers armed with ma- 
chine guns, rifles and shotguns raced 
over the roads of the Kansas-Okla- 
homa border country throughout the 
day, many of them concentrating 
southwest of Chetopa, Kan., where the 
outlaw car was reported seen shortly 
after noon, 

Texas Officers on Guard. 

Texas officers were rushed to the 
Red river to prevent a crossing into 
that state, where most of the Barrow 
depredations have centered. 

ere was a report this afternoon 
that the car had been sighted near 
Welch, Okla., headed south into the 
Cookson hills county which long has 
been a bandit hideout. 

The fatal encounter o¢curred about 
9:30 a. m. An unidentified man drove 
ast the mired machine without heed- 
ng the outlaws’ threats to shoot and 
notified Boyd and Campbell. 

They hürried to the scene, where 
other persons had been stopped and 
forced to push the car out of the mud. 
A bullet hole in the windshield drew 
attention. 

As Campbell and Boyd approached, 
the two men seized machine guns, fir- 
ing 15 or 20 shots. 

Three miles west they mired again 
and Butterfield was pressed into un- 
willing service. 

The blood-spattered career of Bar- 


row and Hamilton came to the atten- d 


tion of Oklahoma officers first at 
Atoka, where FL C. Moore, à deputy 
sheriff, was killed, présumably b 
Hamilton, at a dance hall. Sheriff 6 
G. Maxwell was wounded seven times. 

Other killings credited to the Bar- 
row-Hamilton gang include those of 
two officers at Joplin, Mo., one at 
Alma, Ark., and five in Texas. 

The most recent Texas victims were 
two state highway patrolmen. They 
were shot to death last Sunday near 
Grapevine, Texas, when they tried 
interrogate Barrow and the Parker 
woman. 

Hamilton, captured at Bay City, 
Mich., was sentenced to a total, of 263 
years in prison in Texas for killings 
and robbery. He was freed recently 
by Barrow in a spectacular raid at the 
Hastbham state prison farm, in which 
one guard was slain and another 
wounded.

GENOA, Italy, April 6. — Mrs. 
Thalia Fortescue Massie, the center of 
a sensational attack and murder case 
in Honolulu more than two years ago, 
tried to kill herself while en route here 
because, she said today, “I wanted to 
die: I regretted having got a divorce 
from my husband.“ 


Officers of the S. S. Roma disclosed 
that she had slashed both wrists and 
threw herself from the top deck four 
days ago on a voyage from New York. 

Professor Darrio Borelli, director cf 
the nervous ailments clinic in Genoa, 
where she was taken after the Roma's 
arrival yesterday, said the numerous 
contusions she suffered in the 20-foot 
fall were not serious, but would re- 
quire 30 to 40 days for complete re- 
covery.

While he sat eating 2 mushroom omelet, I sat wondering 
at this man who is the very antithesis of anything pertaining 
to the mushroom which overnight blooms its palid food and 
is gone. 

The heroes of the golden era of sport kept marching across 
the old mind as | sat there with William Tatum Tilden Il, who 
‘was one of the kings of that era and who, now that the era 
is gone, remains as monarch of tennis. 

Indeed, the man IS tennis in the minds of so many 
that when he does quit the game it is likely to cease 
being the attraction it is. Only one of his contem- 
poraries of the golden era remains in the field. 

Ty Cobb is in California, regarding his career with critical 
eye; Earle Sande is a trainer of horses; Charley Paddock writes 
for magazines; Jack Dempsey is refereeing wrestling matches; 
Tex Rickard is gone; Johnny Weismuller is in the movies and 
youngsters are cracking his records; Bobby Jones is playing in 
but one tournament a year. 

Babe Ruth moved on north a few days ago, saying 
that he was playing his last year, that he did not see 
how his legs could stand more than this one season of 
pounding the outfields of the American league and run- 
ning the base paths. The Babe has held his throne. 

And yesterday William Tatum Tilden II came to town to 
play Ellsworth Vines in a tennis match scheduled for this after- 
nooff™at the Biltmore courts. 

“I believe I’ve got three or four more years of good 
tennis left in me,” he said. That goes if I keep my 
health and don’t pull a tendon or get hurt. I know that 
if 1 were out of competition for six months I'd never 
get back in again. 

When a man comes to 41 years of age those 41 years sneer 
at his athletic efforts. But here is Tilden—still the greatest 
tennis player in this country. And, for one match, probably 
the greatest player in the world. His play is pure artistry; his 
skill is supreme. One may speak of Tilden only with superla- 
tives.
